This  number  of  The  Readers'  Guide  contains  the  second  portion  of 
the  Classified  Catalogue  of  the  History  and  Travel  section  of  the  Lending  Library, 
and  a  classified  list  of  books  recently  added  to  the  Lending  and  Reference 
Libraries.  The  number  of  volumes  catalogued  in  the  present  section  of  the 
History  and  Travel  Catalogue  is  693,  of  which  27  volumes  are  suitable  for 
juvenile  readers. 


The  next  issue  of  The  Readers'  Guide  will  contain  the  concluding 
portion  of  the  Catalogue  of  History  and  Travel,  and  a  list  of  new  books. 


Two  large  exhibition  cases  have  been  installed  in  the  Reading  Room  on 
the  ground  floor.  One  case  has  been  provided  by  the  City  Committee  for  the 
display  of  some  of  the  books  in  the  City  Library,  which  was  inaugurated  in  the 
year  i'6o8.  The  City  Library  consists  of  about  2,000  volumes  of  theological  works, 
Bibles,  works  of  history  and  travel,  volumes  of  classics,  and  miscellaneous  works, 
many  of  which  are  valuable  and  interesting  as  specimens  of  early  printing.  The 
other  case  has  been  provided  by  the  Public  Library  Committee  for  the  display  of 
some  of  the  valuable  and  important  manuscripts  and  maps  relating  to  Norfolk 
and  Norwich,  which  Walter  Rye,  Ksq.  (a  co-opted  Member  of  the  Public  Library 
Committee),  has  presented  to  the  Library.

This  number  of  The  Readers'  Guide  contains  a  classified  list  of  books 
recently  added  to  the  Lending  and  Reference  Libraries,  and  a  catalogue  of  a 
portion  of  the  Histor}-  and  Travel  section  of  the  Lending  Library,  classified 
according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  of  Classification.  The  number  of 
volumes  in  this  section  of  the  History  and  Travel  Catalogue  is  699,  of  which  44 
volumes  are  suitable  for  juvenile  readers  ;  the  latter  are  distinguished  by  the 
letter  J  prefixed  to  the  book-numbers.  The  date  of  publication  is  given  before 
the  book  number;  if  the  date  has  been  omitted  from  the  title-page  it  has 
generally  been  supplied  in  brackets  in  the  catalogue. 

Dates  are  frequently  given  in  brackets  immediately  after  the  title,  and 
without  being  separated  from  it  by  a  full  stop  ;  these  dates  indicate  the  period 
covered  by  the  work. 

When  a  book  belongs  to  a  series  the  name  of  the  series  is  given  in  italics, 
and  enclosed  in  parentheses.
